SECTION  A 


Statistics  and  Social  Conditions  of  the  Area 

Population  The  Registrar  General  has  given  the  estimated 
ponulation  of  the  Langport  Rural  District  as  15,280,  an  increase 
on  the  previous  year.  The  Rateable  Value  was  £432,376  and  the 
product  of  a  penny  rate  was  £4,220. 

Birth  Rate  The  corrected  birth  rate  was  15.4  per  thousand 
compared  with  a  national  figure  of  14.8  There  were  fifteen 
illegitimate  births,  7%  of  all  live  births. 

Death  Rate  The  corrected  death  rate  was  10.5  per  thousand 
compared  with  12.1  for  England  and  Wales.  Out  of  a  total  of  176 
deaths,  60  were  due  to  heart  disease  of  which  43  were  coronary 
heart  disease.  There  were  43  deaths  from  cancer,  including  11 
from  cancer  of  the  lung.  There  were  29  "strokes'*  and  l8  deaths 
from  diseases  of  the  respiratory  system  including  10  from 
pneumonia.  Appendix  A,  Table  3  shows  full  details  of  the  causes 
of  death. 

Maternal  Mortality  There  were  no  maternal  deaths  during 

1972. 

Stillbirths  There  were  five  stillbirths  during  the  year 
giving  a  rate  of  24  per  thousand  total  live  and  stillbirths, 
compared  with  the  national  figure  of  12. 

Infant  Mortality  There  were  two  infant  deaths,  one  due  to 
congenital  abnormality  and  the  other  due  to  prematurity. 

Social  Conditions  There  was  little  change  in  the  mode  of 
life  for  the  majority  of  people  in  the  Langport  Rural  District 
despite  the  continued  rise  in  the  cost  of  living.  The  most 
dramatic  rise  was  in  the  cost  of  houses  which  reached  a  level 
well  beyond  the  resources  of  most  young  married  people. 
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SECTION  B 


General  Provision  of  Health  Services  in  the  Area 

The  health  services  nrovided  by  Somerset  County  Council 
continued  unchanged. 

The  numbers  attending  the  four  child  welfare  clinics 
were  about  the  same  as  in  the  previous  year. 

Appendix  B,  Table  1  gives  details  of  the  medical  inspections 
I  carried  out  at  various  schools.  It  will  be  noted  that  all  the 
schools  were  visited  by  the  dental  officer  during  the  same 
period. 

The  playgroups  continued  to  be  used  extensively  and  some 
had  waiting  lists  throughout  the  year. 
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SECTION  C 


Prevention  and  Control  over  Infectious  Diseases  and  other  Diseases 

There  were  40  cases  of  measles  notified,  practically  all  in 
the  five  to  nine  age  croup.  This  figure  could  be  reduced  if  more 
parents  took  advantage  of  the  availability  of  measles  vaccine. 

I  carried  out  my  routine  B.C.o,  programme  against  tuberculosis 
in  the  autumn.  Children  born  in  1959  were  those  offered 
vaccination.  I  vaccinated  110  at  Huish  Episcopi  Secondary  Modern 
Sc  hool . 

I  paid  several  visits  to  the  abattoir  for  the  purposes  of 
giving  anthrax  injections. 
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SECTION  D 


Environmental  Health  Services 

A.  Sanitary  Circumstances 

Climatic  Conditions  In  1972 >  although  the  weather  was 
equable,  spring  was  late  and  summer  did  not  really  start  until 
July.  From  then  on  there  was  a  good  deal  of  sunshine  and  the 
weather  continued  mild  until  the  end  of  the  year. 

Water  Supply  The  water  supply  provided  by  the  Wessex 
Water  was  satisfactory  throughout  the  year  both  in  quality  and 
quantity.  The  water  was  samnled  regularly  by  the  Board  and  all 
64  samples  taken  for  bacteriological  examination  were  satis¬ 
factory.  They  also  carried  out  chemical  examinations  of  five 
sources  of  supply  which,  again,  proved  satisfactory.  In 
addition  13  samples  of  the  main  sunnly  were  submitted  by  our 
inspectors.  These  were  satisfactory.  They  also  submitted 
eight  samples  of  water  from  private  supplies,  seven  of  which 
were  unsatisfactory.  I  have  noted  in  previous  renorts  that 
the  standard  of  maintenance  of  nrivate  supplies  leaves  much  to 
be  desired. 

Drainage  and  Sewage  Disposal  At  the  present  time  six 
parishes  have  modern  disposal  works  and  during  the  year  work  on 
the  Eastern  Sewerage  scheme  for  the  parishes  of  Kingsdon,  Charlton 
Mackrell,  Keinton  Mandeville  and  parts  of  Somerton  continued. 

In  Curry  Rivel  re-laying  and  repairs  to  sewers  at  a  cost  of 
£37,000  was  in  progress.  Future  proposals  are  as  follows:  an 
outline  scheme  of  sewerage  and  sewage  disposal  for  the  entire 
district  at  a  cost  of  £2,690,000  including  the  following  - 
Central  District  Phase  I  -  Aller,  Pitney,  Long  Sutton,  parts  of 
Huish  Episcopi  and  parts  of  High  Ham  together  with  new  sewage 
disposal  works  at  Langnort;  and  Eastern  Sewerage  District 
Phase  2  -  Barton  St.  David. 
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Public  Conveniences  The  public  conveniences  at  Langport  and 


Somerton  were  well  maintained  but  often  damaged  by  late  night 
visitors. 

Refuse  Collection  and  Disposal  The  Council,  using  two 
vehicles,  collected  refuse  from  three  parishes  weekly  and  twenty- 
two  fortnightly.  Disposal  was  by  controlled  tipping. 

Rodent  Control  The  Council  continued  to  employ  one  full-time 
operator  and  encouraged  people  to  make  contracts  with  the  Council 
for  regular  inspection  and  treatment.  One  hundred  and  sixty-two 
were  in  operation  during  1972.  These  premises  were  inspected 
every  month  and  test  baited  as  necessary.  The  total  number  of 
properties  inspected  was  862 :  131  were  found  to  be  infested 

with  rats  and  647  with  mice. 

Nuisances  A  large  number  of  complaints  of  a  varying  nature 
were  received  by  the  Public  Health  Department  during  the  year 
and  were  dealt  with  as  promptly  as  possible.  In  the  summer 
complaints  of  smells  from  ditches  we re  numerous  and  this  problem 
will  only  be  solved  when  the  whole  district  has  a  proper  drainage 
system. 

Swimming  Baths  There  are  no  public  swimming  baths  in  the 
district  but  a  number  of  schools  have  private  baths  which  are 
maintained  by  the  school  staff.  The  Council  continued  to  support 
a  swimming  club  for  the  handicapned  which  meets  at  the  Yeovil 
Baths  and  a  number  of  children  from  the  district  attend  regularly 
and  benefit  considerably. 

B,  Factories  Act 

A  number  of  inspections  were  made  and  details  are  given  in 
Appendix  D,  Table  1. 

C.  Offices,  Shops  and  Railway  Premises  Act 

There  are  sixty  premises  registered  under  this  Act  and  a 
number  of  routine  inspections  were  carried  out.  One  informal 
Notice  was  served. 
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D.  Housing 

During  the  vear  the  Council  erected  eleven  houses  and  a 
further  170  were  built  by  private  builders.  The  Council  had  a 
further  fourteen  in  the  course  of  erection.  At  the  end  of  the 
year  there  were  269  applicants  on  the  housing  list,  including 
67  for  old  peoples*  dwellings.  The  Council  continued  to  encourage 
applications  for  both  Standard  and  Discretionary  Grants  and 
approved  58  Discretionary  Grants  and  nine  Standard  Grants. 

Pull  details  are  given  in  nnpendix  D,  Table  2. 

Caravans  There  are  two  licensed  caravan  sites  in  the 
district,  one  nermanent  and  one  seasonal.  In  addition  there  are 
twenty-six  caravans  licensed  individually.  Some  progress  is 
being  made  at  Merrifield  aerodrome  for  the  provision  of  a 
permanent  site  for  gypsies. 

E.  Inspection  and  Supervision  of  Pood 

Milk  Milk  samnling  was  carried  out  regularly  by  the  County 
Health  Department.  Fifty-nine  samples  of  pasteurised  milk  were 
examined;  all  were  satisfactory  bar  two.  A  further  eleven 
samples  of  raw  milk  were  submitted,  to  the  laboratory;  two  of 
these  were  unsatisfactory,  both  came  from  the  same  farm  at 
different  times. 

Ice  Cream  There  are  57  registered  premises  for  the  sale  of 
ice  cream.  No  sampling  was  carried  out  in  197?. 

Meat  Pull  details  of  the  meat  inspections,  which  renresent 
one  hundred  ner  cent  of  all  animals  killed,  are  given  in  Apnendix 
D,  Table  3. 

Poultry  Packing  Establishments  There  are  three  poultry 
nacking  establishments  with  a  weekly  kill  of  approximately  2,145 
birds.  No  routine  inspection  of  poultry  is  attempted. 

Pood  Hygiene  Regulations  There  are  73  premises  subject  to 
these  Regulations  and  these  are  given  routine  inspections.  No 
statutory  action  was  repuired  but  verbal  warnings  were  given  in 
some  cases  where  contravention  existed. 

F.  Animal  Boarding  Establishments 

The  two  registered  establishment©  i.n&v.ooted.  and  found 
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to  be  satisfactory.
